The patent to Larranaga et al. (6,091,044) is cited to show a prior art brazing arrangement 
wherein current passes through the brazing material. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in addition to the 
arguments advanced by applicant in his amendment filed on 9/26/2003, the claims are deemed to 
distinguish over the newly cited patent to Larranaga et al. for the following reasons. Claims 1 
and 8 call for electrodes attached to or adapted for attaching to the workpieces, and at least for 
this reason the claims distinguish over the system of Larranaga et al. wherein the electrodes are 
not "attached" to the workpiece. Claim 17 distinguishes over the system of Larranaga et al. at 
least because claim 17 calls for regulating temperature by increasing or decreasing current flow 
whereas the temperature regulation in Larranaga et al. is accomplished by simply terminating 
current flow.
